I 
have seen trées Jaden with great yellow 
juicy oranges. besides seeing the 
lemon, the Jime, the guiva, and many 
other native fruits in various stages of 
maturity. 1 have Tdmired the tall 
cocanut trees with their great green 
nuts in various stages of growth, and 
the taller and ever beautiful royal 
palms with their white, smooth trunks 
their green leaves ten to twelve feet 
in length, wavingin the balniy sun- 
light, and with their great bunches of 
fruit ready ‘to drop, in sume cascs. to 
feed any swine that may be near. cr 
to decay upon the ground. IL have

Blackleg Chéeked by Vaccine. 
"Tne work of the Bureau of Animal 
Husbandry wit}; feference to conta- 
gious diseases of ‘animals, which has 
been prominent from the time of its 
organization, has been continued dur- 
ing the past year. SThis work at pres- 
ent includes the control of Texas 
fever, blackleg, sheep scab and mala 
die du colt, while scientific investiza- 
tions are in progréés to determine the 
nature and “best methods of treating 
other important’ discases. such as tu- 
berculosis, hog cliglera and anthrax. 
The records show‘that 1,658,565 doses 
of blackleg vaccine were distributed 
during the year, ‘ahd the reports of its 
use reduce the loss of cattle after 
using It to 0.51 ber cent of those vac- 
cinated.
